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The Spanish Cow Pony 


by A. T. Wright 
(Concluding Article) 

It is a rare thing to find the 
Spanish cow pony in the pure 
state he was years ago. There are 
not many to be found today. The 
important thing is that certain 
breed characteristics distinguish 
the true Spanish cow pony from 
the inferior ones. 

Thirty-five years ago Ilo Belsky 
of the Phantom Valley Ranch in 
Eli, Nebraska, analyzed just what 
this species must have originally 
showed. He used the results of his 
analysis in selecting mares and 
stallions, and he has successfully 
gathered a foundation stock of 


fairly pure, true-to-type species of 
the authentic Spanish cow pony. 

Let’s examine the horses Ilo 
was looking for. Let’s observe 
their characteristics. 

If you had a composite picture 
of the Spanish cow pony, what 
would he look like? What kind of 
a disposition would he have? What 
are his abilities? Is he a using 
horse? 


First of all, he would stand 
about 11 to 14 hands and would 
weigh anywhere from 800-1000 
pounds. We'd find that he had 
sharp pointed, crescent-shaped 
ears and expressive, clear amber 
eyes which blaze with high bril- 
liance when the animal is aroused. 
The eyes are likely to be placed 
well out in front of the head. 

The head would have a clean, 
straight profile, flat between the 
eyes and small below them, with 
a dished-in lower jaw and a hol- 


lowed throat latch. Bulging jaws 
on the upper part of the cheeks 
is another characteristic likely to 
show up. 

Body-wise, Spanish pony 
would be a stout-made compact 
type. He would have a short back 
and short legs of excellent struc- 
ture, with small flat 
short pasterns.

Color-wise, they run to blacks, 
bays, roans, claybanks and the 
much-desired mouse-colored duns 
of olden days. They are likely to 
be shorter haired than 
breeds. 

What about his disposition, his 
intelligence, his capacity to under- 
stand? In the Spanish cow pony, 
these qualities show up best when 
working cattle. He is remarkably 
level-headed and at the same time 
quick to understand and ready to 
move fast. He is generally a fast 
reining type. 

Because of his 
sense, 


most 


natural cow 
he makes an excellent cut- 
ting horse. Ilo has a 4-yr-old grul- 
lo who keeps and moves his feet 
in the identical position as those 
of the steer being cut out, thus 
showing how perfectly they both 
move, start, stop or turn at the 
same time. This animal is rope- 
wise and knows how to stay out 
of its way. 

Hardiness of the Spanish cow 
pony is legendary, and Ilo con- 
firms this quality. None of his 
horses is stabled or protected in 
any way from the weather. They 
are raised as range horses the 
year round, and they hold their 
own under conditions which might

prove serious for less’ hardy 
breeds. 

The horses Ilo has gathered are 
not ordinary mustangs but rather 
those of a selected rare species 
of Spanish cow pony. As _ such, 
they make excellent foundation 
stock. 

Ilo contends that no outside 
stock could improve them. He be- 
lieves the contrary may be true, 
however, with respect to the nat- 
ural cow sense found in many 
horses of the registered breeds. 
When this happens, it is probably 
due to an infusion of cow pony 
blood somewhere along the line. 

Years ago, most Spanish horses 
were more pure and true to type. 
Even then, folks often failed to 
distinguish between the pure and 
the inferior strains, between those 
which did and those which did not 
show the instinctive breed charac- 
teristics. Whenever today’s de- 
scendants from the original Span- 
ish stock show only slight evi- 
dence of the breed characteristics 
of the old pure stock, they usually 
also fail in performance. 

Ilo believes this was caused by 
mixed breeding, which bred out 
of existence many fine qualities. 
Adding outside blood, might have 
bettered grullos for racing or ro- 
deo work, he contends, but not 
as a using stock type. Mixing of 
all the different breeds, is some-

In read- 
ing over both tthe program and 
the instructions, there is the feel- 
ing throughout that these Juniors 
are in for a whale of a lot of fun 
this year. Best of all, it will be 
pleasure they will EARN as they 
learn to accept responsibility un- 
der unobtrusive and competent di- 
rection while still leaving them 
plenty of leeway to make their 
own decisions.

When this program has been 
worked out, citizens of Geauga 
County will be invited to view the 
exercises in their entirety. 

Posse members are now hastily 
swapping horses and preparing 
gear for the coming season, which 
promises to be a most exciting one. 
Dick McGrath of Newbury recent- 
ly returned from Texas with sad- 
dles, holsters and horses purchased 
at the famous King Ranch, for use 
in the posse’s work. Ever since 
his return, Dick has been raving 
about the wonderful treatment he 
received from Bob Kleberg and 
his organization. Veterinarians and 
cowpokes went all out to see that 
Dick had a wonderful time.

SEARCH AND RESCUE PRACTICE 
Of Hutchinson Co. Sheriff's Posse 


A unique mission was set up 
last summer by Sheriff Hugh An- 
derson and members of his Hut- 
chinson County (Texas) Sheriff’s 
Posse for the purpose of search 
and rescue practice. This is some- 
thing that may well be duplicated 
by other groups with the same 
excellent result. 


First, members were checked 
for personal equipment and equip- 
ment for rescue of anybody that 
might be injured. This included 
food and water to sustain them- 
selves for a period of time. 


Then information was given to 
the practice searching party that 
a man was missing who was a 
victim of amnesia and who might 
have suffered some type of in- 
jury. The search started early in 
the morning shortly after daylight, 
and the party fanned out from 
a central point. 

By noon the ‘‘victim’’ had been 
located. ‘‘He’’ was found to have 
a broken leg. Splints were ap- 
plied by the searchers where he 
was found, and ‘he’ was duly 
brought back. A barbecue was 
then served to all on the spot. 

Everyone felt this was a very 
successful mission. It had entailed 
definite cooperation between 
members of the searching party 
at all times during the search,

The 2nd Annual National Cut- 
ting Horse Assn Quarter Horse 
sale saw 117 head go thru the auc- 
tion ring for a total of $140,825 
to make an average of $1,203.62. 
La3t year’s first annual sale saw 
62 animals sold for an average of 
$710. 

The top selling horse sold for 
$8500. It was a 2-yr-old stallion 
KING PANCHO, consigned by W. 
M. Morton of Plano and purchased 
by Ed Stine of Sulphur, Louisiana. 
Mr. Stine was buyer also of SAM- 
MY LEE, brown mare at $2700; 
POCO WEE, bay mare at $1900; 
MILLY SORREL, sorrel mare at 
$1500; and JOETTA ANN, bay 
mare for $2800. 


The top selling mare was MISS 
GINGER REED, a sorrel mare 
sired by Snip Reed, and out of an 
Old Jim mare. This mare was con- 
signed by Johnnie Lowe and pur- 
chased by J. D. Karns of Fort 
Worth for the price of $7000. 


Mr. S. L. Watkins from Wasco, 
Oregon, purchased the bay mare 
LADY CYNTHIA consigned by 
yeorge Tyler of Gainesville for 
$4200 along with a sorrel mare, 
HONEY’S BEST, for $3950 and 
another sorrel mare, VERI GAY, 
for $1400. 

Jimmie Howell of Dallas bought 
some of the better mares. Includ- 
ed in this group were: JOE’S 
MEMORY, bay mare for $4100; 
MISS SUNDAY SUE, sorrel mare, 
for $1200; HANK’S BROWN- 
ETTE, brown mare for $2250;

A group of horseloving men or- 
ganized the Sheriff's Mounted 
Posse of Harris County in 1949 
and since that time it has be- 
come one of the outstanding rid- 
ing clubs of the region. The Posse 
is a non-profit organization, sub- 
ject under deputation to call of 
the Sheriff of Harris County or any 
other law enforcement or defense 
organization when men on horse- 
back are needed. 

Sach member pays an initial fee 
and annual dues. In addition to 
the dues, the riding members fur- 
nish, maintain and transport their 
own horses, riding equipment, 
uniforms and trailers at their 
own expense. Each rider must 
have 8 different uniforms, chaps, 
boots, western hats, gun belt and 
side arms. 

Fees on ‘Paid Shows’ go to- 
ward maintenance of the club 
house, posse riding equipment 
and expenses incurred in putting 
on shows for charitable and civic 
organizations. 

The Posse is perhaps best 
known for their precision drill. In 
addition to performing before 
charitable and civic groups, this 
famous drill has been done be- 
fore the King of Greece and many 
other notables; at the Houston 
Fat Stock Show and Rodeo, the 
San Antonio Rodeo, the Texas 
Prison System Rodeo in Hunts- 
ville, the Kerrville Heart of the 
Hills Rodeo, and many others. 
They have become known far and 
wide as the “Goodwill Ambas- 
sadors from Harris County”, a 
title of which all the members are 
proud. 

Riding members must practice 
at least once a week, and the 
“pick of the crop” are bid to ride 
the next performance. The men 
selected to ride use the matched 
posse saddles, and the Drill Cap- 
‘ain rides a silver-mounted sad- 
dle, 

The precision drill must nec- 
essarily be held on the turf, and 
the Shamrock-Hilton Hotel gra-

The Central Rodeo Assn Annual 
Presentation of Awards Rodeo was 


held January at Denton, Texas.

when we go to the country. While 
it is my own idea of a Western 
American garment, I did not ori- 





ginate the pattern. I simply adap- 
ted McCall’s pattern 7773 C. 

For that 
you dream up and cut out a pat- 
tern? See the many styles in the 


matter, why should 


books of Simplicity, Butterick, 
Vogue and McCall at your depart- 
ment store. Pick out the pattern 
you like in your own size, then 
alter it if you wish. It would be 
a shame to use a lovely leather, 
such as you find in the leather 
stores today, and not have a good 
fit. 


When 
take it to your favorite leather 


you have your pattern, 
dealer’s and lay it out on the 


skins you like best. Suede is the 
old standby of course, and you 
will find it in many beautful 
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shades. Another leather you 
should see is glove horse. The 
pearl and cream colors are lovely. 

This jacket was made from 
Tandy’s Princess in the cork col- 
or. The extras—pockets, fringe, 
lacing, buttons—were made from 
‘“‘left-overs’’ after laying out the 
larger pieces of the garment. 

Leather is easier to fit than cloth 
because you do not need to baste; 
the leather pieces cling! Then, 
when you have made the fit, you 
stick the pieces together with rub- 
ber cement. Sewing, also, is easy. 
Set the stitch on your household 
machine to medium—or a little 
longer than medium. I used lea- 
ther lacing over my own sewn 
seams for decoration only.

thing he is dead set against. It 
causes a loss of true breed cha- 
racteristics and seldom do two 
crop up alike. 

Ilo insists that breed charac- 
teristics identify true-to-type spe- 
cies and are better than pedigrees 
when it comes to selecting a good 
using type horse. He has no quar- 
rel with the efforts made in re- 
cent years to develop registered 
breeds, but he does believe that 
there has been too much concen- 
tration on it. 

In his opinion, instead of de- 
pending solely on pedigrees, great- 
er stress should be laid on the 
procedure of selecting species that 
prove true to type in all of the 
breed characteristics, and from 
them develop cow pony foundation 
stock. Surely there is room for 
both approaches in the _ horse 
world. 

The fact that occasionally some 
percent of Spanish cow pony or 
just plain cayuse crops up in es- 
tablished registered breeds, is con- 
sistent with another fact known 
to experienced and _ observing 
horsemen; namely, that certain 
physical characteristics, regardiess 
of breed, are common to top cow 
horses of proven ability. One is re- 
minded of the old belief that a 
top cow horse must have ‘a head 
and neck like a lady and the but- 
tocks of a cook.”’ 

There is too much at stake to 
risk the loss of a top cow pony 
strain. The few best and purest 
species are now so rare that the 
only way to maintain their true 
qualities is to perpetuate the 
breed as pure as possible. Ilo in- 
sists that in-breeding can never 
change them very much. 

And he stands today, as the poet 
says: “bloody but un-bowed.’’ One 
may not agree on all points with 
Ilo Belsky, this life-long horse- 
man, but there are few who will 
not grant him admiration and re- 
spect for the strength of his con- 
victions; for his perseverance in 
the face of indifference and occas- 
sional hostility.
